Lost treasures of the west 




Af this momen!, there are lost treasures in tKe West, fortunes 
in gold and silver still waiting )□ be discovered! 

During the 1930's, a Texas farmer uncovered a lead boll 
with the point of his plow. For years, the boll, oboul 12 
inches in diameter, was used as a plaything by children. 
Finally, someone reeogniied ifs worlh and split if open with 
□n axe. Neorly $14,000 worth of gold nuggets fell out of 

Long ago, rich gold mines had been worked by Spanish 
:oloni&)s along the Son Saba and Llano rivers in Texas. Dis- 
covered by Don Bernardo de Mirando in 1756, their lofalioi^s 
«ere lost during the Indian Wars and the MeKicon Wot ol 
ndependence, and were never rediscovered. One mine was 
ked with four lead balls filled with lumps of pure gold, 
:h of which was placed of the corner of o square whitit 
losed a rich mine. Though hundreds of people have 
over many miles of territory since the discovery of 
the first lead boil, thp other three bolK hove ycf to be found. 



Doc Brogg, an old prospector, mode a fabulous strike in the 
Tehochopi Mts. of California. He and four friends worked the 
mine during ihe !870's, piling up nearly $700,000 worth of 
gold. Doc left Ihe claim one day for a trip to town and on hia 
return found all four of his friends shot to death. Hesuspected 
a mon named Bronco Charlie, bul since Bronco wos killed in 
a gunfight soon ofter Ihe kiltingi,. Doc's suspicions were never 
proven. The old man became very secretive about the location 
of his mine and opporenlly never visited it again. When he 
died, in 1928, his only close friend tried unsuccessfully to 
locate the mine. Several years loter, a grave WQS discovered 
containing the bodies of four men whose clothes ond other 
relics seemed to indicate they were his friends. Though years 
were spent searching in the vicinity for the mine, which pre- 
sumobly should be neor the graves, it has yet to be found.

Death Valley is one of the most treaclierous regions in the 
world. Only one man. Death Valley Scotty, was ever supposed 
to have made a living by prospecting for gold in the dreaded, 
intensely hot, waterless valley. But Death Volley Scotty regu- 
larly turned up with large nuggets of almost pure gold. A man 
nomed Breyfogle tried to imitate the old prospector. Soon, 
Breyfogle's horse died from lack of water and the man trudged 
on alone with only an old boot filled with water and a few roots 
for food. Somewhere, he found a rich deposit of gold and he 
chipped off a few samples. He wondered on across the desert. 
Mony doys later, he was found by ronchers on the other side 
of the valley. He had lost all memory of where he found ihe 
gold but the incredibly rich somples in his l(napsack proved 
thol he had really found what so mony men seek. The pros- 
pector spent Ihe rest of his life probing the Death Valley wil- 
derness for his lost gold mine but he died without finding if. 
Even today, men still look for the fabulous Breyfogle mine.
